Some Early Residents Suggest that 
It May Have Been Tunnel to Bank 
Vault, but Smuggler, Dynamite and 
Water Conduit Theories Untenable.

Like a page from early California 
history is the solution of the mystery 
of the old underground tunnel un- 
covered Wednesday by laborers dig- 
ging a trench in New High street 
near the Federal building.

Juror Leavitt returned ready for 
service yesterday morning, but the 
arguments of counsel over his al- 
leged disqualification lasted until the 
noon recess. Judge Hutton after re- 
viewing all the points decided that 
the law does not permit him to re- 
open an inquiry into the qualifications 
of a juror after he has been sworn 
in to try the case. 8 

The main complaint of the defense 
is that Leavitt is opposed to labor- 
union domination, had expressed fhe 
belief that “a tcamp of a lawyer“ 
had prevented justice in the Hay- 
wood trial at Bolse and had made 
some remarks about the McNamaras. 
The lawyer did not profess to have 
any information that Leavitt had 
talked about the Darrow case after 
having been summoned as a juror, 
but he argued that inasmuch as 
Lea had been sick several times 
and the court could substitute the al- 
ternate juror.
